Build The School 


The High School Building committee has agreed to build 
the new high school off Shawsheen rd., near the site of 
the present high school and across from Lincoln st. 

There may be some citizens who do not agree with the 
decision. However, it is now time to get on with the job 
and get the new school built. Interested parties claim 
there are other sites available, and doubtless there are. 
More important now is the element of time. A new high 
school will not solve all of the town’s educational prob- 
lems. Need for additional secondary school facilities is 
imminent. 

Development costs of the location may be more than in 
other areas of the community. When evaluating this, how- 
ever, one must also consider the cost of conducting double 
sessions of the high school or junior high school. This 
could happen if the new facilities are not created within 
a year or two. 

The town of Methuen has run double sessions in its 
junior high school. While it has been a satisfactory ac- 
commodation, it has not been a happy experience. It has 
been upsetting to families involved, the expense to the 
taxpayers has been high and in general it has been a 
Situation that might have been avoided. 

In September, Methuen will get away from the double 
sessions when a new building is opened. Everyone in that 
community will be relieved. 

School transportation costs there, while increased will 
not be as great as was called for with the double sessions. 
Teachers will return to a more normal educational sched- 
ule and children will not be returning home in early 
evening darkness during the winter months. 

Methuen’s experience is one that Andover does not wish 
to share, 

The town’s School Building committee is made up of 
dedicated residents who are concerned with providing top 
level educational facilities at the lowest possible cost to 
the taxpayers. 

Some of the committee members served with the group 
which provided the town with the Sanborn school, con- 
sidered by many to be one of the finest school structures 
hereabouts, and built at what might be called a “‘bargain 
rate’’, 

The decision on the location of the new school has 
been made. The next step is to lend the School Building 
committee every support that will encourage that group to 
get ahead with the job of providing the children of Andover 
with a much needed new building. 


Commendable Forebearance 


The big job of installing the new sewer lines in And- 
over is progressing ahead of schedule and there are many 
things to be thankful for in connection with the work. 

One of the most important is the patience the towns- 
people have shown with the inconvenience of the past 
several months. In this connection, Town Manager Richard 
Bowen told the selectmen: ‘‘The cooperation and fore- 
bearance of the residents has been exceptional,’’ 

The manager went on to say that the consideration shown 
by Andovenites has greatly eased a difficult situation. 

For several months new sewer installation has been 
going on in different areas of the town. Residents and 
transients alike have been faced with detours, dust and 
the general upheaval that goes with major utility in- 
stallations, 

A lot of the good will stems from the fact that Andover 
is getting a big job done at considerable Saving. The 
federal government has financed half of the construction 
cost. In addition, the availability of the federal funds 
has speeded up a project which might overwise have taken 
several years, 

Some parts of the new sewer system may be in use 
before the end of the year. The entire project was sched- 
uled for completion in June of 1965. However, the work 
has gone along so well that it will be completed well 
ahead of the original target date, 

Town officials have done everything within reason to 
lessen the inconvenience to the residents. Detours have 
been well advertised in advance and those inconvenienced 
have shown good grace.

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Tetanus Deaths Needless 
Says Public Health Dept. 


Tetanus Cases continue to appear 
in Massachusetts bringing need- 
less suffering and death even 
though an effective vaccine has 
been available for many years, 
Persons of all ages are suscepti- 
ble to tetanus which is not a 
disease that spreads from one 
person to another, 

In order to be protected against 
tetanus, every single man, woman, 
and child must be immunized, The 
initial immunization consists of a 
series of three tetanus toxoid shots 
and a booster dose. Boosters, how- 
ever, must be obtained periodically 
to maintain protection, 

Anyone who is not immunized 
with the tetanus toxoid and who. 
received a cut or injury that might 
be infected by tetanus is given 
tetanus antitoxin, Unfortunately, 
many people are sensitive to the 
antitoxin and some have severe 
reactions, People do not have such 
reactions to the tetanus toxoid, All 
the more reason for everyone to 
get tetanus toxoid immunization 
and not have to risk reactions 
from the antitoxin when injured, 

The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health records that seven 
cases of tetanus (lockjaw) have al- 
ready been reported thus far this 
year in Massachusetts, a marked 
increase over last year when no 
case had been reported by Aug, 1. 
The Department urges that every- 
one be adequately immunized, Even 
the slightest cut or break in the 
skin may become infected by 
tetanus, 

In Massachusetts recently there 
have been two deaths fromtetanus, 
A 49 year old woman from Lee, 
died July 2° at Pittsfield General 
Hospital after being pecked by a pet 
rooster, The woman reportedly had 
not hadprimary tetanus immuniza- 
tion and shrugged off suggestions 
of friends that she go toher family 
doctor for treatment, Tetanus 
symptoms developed a few days 
later, and she was admitted to the 
Pittsfield General Hospital where 
emergency measures were taken 
in an attempt to combat the infec- 
tion, But, the disease was fatal. 

The second death was a 59 year 
old woman from Hyannis, who 
stepped on a nail and later 
developed tetanus,
